• Ongoing accusa- 
tions in what was 
called the Whitewater 
scandal of the Clin- 
tons having invested 
illegal money in Bill 
Clinton’s campaign fund while in 
Arkansas, caused a special com- 
mittee in Congress to be formed to 
investigate. “I still feel that Bill Clin- 
ton is capable to be president be- 
cause from what I have read, Hil- 
lary is responsible for any involve- 
ment with Whitewater,” said John 
Eastman (’94). 

• At the State of the Union Ad- 


dress in January, the overcap of 
Clinton’s first year appeared suc- 
cessful. 

• Also in national news the clon- 
ing of the human embryos became 
controversial news.

Over 40,000 homes 
were evacuated. Prop- 
erty and crop damages 
totaled 12 billion dollars. Wildfires, 
started by a lone arsonist swept 
across California ruining many 
beautiful homes and claiming two 
lives. A few months later, an earth- 
quake that hit Los Angeles took 
hundreds of lives; mudslides fol- 
lowed. Back in the Midwest and 
Northeast, cold temperatures 
reached record breaking lows.
